The.. Antioch Township High 
School teachers this past week were 
granted an average $474 pay raise 
for the 1956-57 school year. 

The Board of Education adopted 
a revised salary plan submitted to 
them by a Board-Teacher Welfare 
committee. 

The new salary plan includes "an 
increased minimum scale and var- 
ious special ' provisions, 

The minimum scale ranges from 
$3500 for beginners with 1 a bache- 
lor's degree to $5400 for teachers 
with a master's degree and eleven 
years experience. * 

In addition to the minimum scale 
the Board of Education recognizes 
merit .and will pay increments, be- 
yond the scale. The board is genu- 
inely interested in using the merit 
clause to encourage the deserving 
teacher. 

One hundred dollars is also al- 
lowed for each five years of experi- 
ence after the maximum -salary has 
been reached on the scale. 

A list of special contract incre- 
ments are a part of the salary, plan. 
Payments are made beyond the 
scale for phases .of the athletic pro- 
gram and girls' athletic .association, 
senior and junior plays, school 
newspaper, yearbook, ticket man- 
ager, student council, and junior 
class sponsor. \ r 

Pay for Extra Services 

Six dollars will ibe paid to each 
•teacher per 'night for, supervision of 
spectator busses, supervision of jun- 
ior class concessions, and selling 
and taking tickets at athletic con- 
tests. 

The board of Education is con- 
tinuing . the : policy ' of paying $30 
per semester credit earned up to 
maximum of five hours taken at 
summer school once every four year 
period of employment. 

Teachers in the -Antiodj system 
and^xew faculty memhers^to be 
[added this fall will benefit from' the 
, K raise. The adoption !of the new sal- 
Hi' ary plan will cost an additional 
| $24,000. 

'i The Board of Education feels that 
the revised minimum scale, and. the 
improved special provisions will 
place the high school teaching staff 
on an equal par with other schools 
of comparable size,- locatioh, and re- 
sources of -the community. x

Septic tanks are adequate for 
rural areas if they are properly con- 
structed in the right type of soil, 
Mayor James McMillen told 'the 100 
village and county officials sum- 
moned to Waukegan Tuesday by the 
Randolph .Commission for, opinion 
on community problems.. 

Mayor .McMillan's statement was 
in reply to a charge that septic 
tanks! are' polluting Lake county 
streams. 

u Most of the pollution comes from 
septic tanks improperly constructed 
and in some instances from the lack 
of them altogether," said McMillen, 
who says the greatest trouble comes 
from private sewage disposal units 
•built many years ago where there 
was no inspection. 

McMillen urged that there be 
standardized inspection of private 
sewage systems. 

Mayor Robert W. Coulson said 
thrt most of the sanitation prob- 
lems ■ come from unincorporated 
areas and suggested that they be 
abolished through annexation when 
the population reaches a certain 
density. 

Robert E.. Marriam, assistant to. 
the director of budget for the com- 
mission said Coulson's suggestion 
merits serious thought. 

Richard Hire, former mayor of 
Zion, recalled that Lake County has 
no health department and that sani- 
tation laws can only be enforced by' 
township supervisors. 

The meeting at the courthouse was 
called by Lake County members of 
the 21 -man commission which will 
suggest legislation as the' result of 
inquiries such as this.

Special privilege is something we Americans defi- 
nitely dislike. But special iprivilege is an intrinsic 
part of socialized" federal electric power operations. 

It is found in the "preference clauses" governing 
ihe sale of this power. They provide that the power 
must first be offered "to publicly-owned distributing 
ogencies— while only that which is left over, if any, 
can be sold to other agencies. 

What this amounts to has (been well described by 
a Western power company. Everyone pays taxes to 
support government plants, but under the "preference 
clauses" only one person in five — that is, the 20 per 
cent of the people who are served by public-owned 
systems — get the benefits from the power produced. 
The company added, significantly, that last year it 
paid out nearly 29 cents in taxes for every dollar it 
took in from its customers — while, the federal proj- 
ects in its state paid' exactly nothing in taxes." 

Suppose the postman delivered only the mail ad- 
dressed to government housing projects and passed up 
everybody who bwried his own home? Or suppose 
government-built highways were limited to the use of 
motorists who bought gasoline from government- 
owned service stations? These ideas may strike you 
as absurd — but they, are liberal parallels to what is 
going on in the socialized power .business under the 
"preference clauses." 

In the name of simple justice if nothing else, 
these clauses should be repealed — and government 
power sold to all who want it on the same terms and 
conditions.

< A ooruple day* ago, some of us were 
discussin' ways to raise more money 
for our country.

His plan would take a lot of 
doing, but it would give us nn 
opening wedge to reduce taxes. A 
wedge such as this would be impor- 
tant, just as wedges are important 
in the lumbering of big trees — the 
kind of .trees they grow up in Ore- 
gon, Washington and British 
Columbia. Unlike taxation, how- 
ever, a wedge used in timber work 

— following a saw cut — prevents 
pinching. It makes it easier to com- 
plete the cut In felling trees, a 
wedge can be used to tip the tree 
in the desired direction. Maybe an 
opening wedge is just what we need 

— for tiroberin' or politickin'. 

* " * * 

Many fellers use wooden wedges in 
the timber, particularly when they're 
working with soft woods. Wooden 
wedges are --cheap, and they can be 
home-made. Hardwood, is best: dog- 
wood, ironwood, hard maple and 
beech. But wedges mode from green 
timber don't stand up very well. •• 

* * * 

I find it's best to use a wedge 
that's been cut with a saw. It seems 
to work better than one shaped 
with an axe. The roughened sur- 
face left by the saw holds better. 
And it's good to use a wooden 
wedge with a chain saw. Since the 
wedge is apt to come in contact 



with the moving chain on the bade, 
steel wedges would only damage 
the saw. 

' * * * 

Sometimes, however, If you're 
wotkin' a aew in the woods, it's best 
to use steel wedges. A crew can split a 
heap of wooden wedges during a day. 
You can boy steel wedges from any 
saw dealer or you can have them made 
up In a blacksmith shop. I've found 
the best metal wedges are those that 
are left untempcred. If you strike a 
tempered steel wedge with a tempered 
steel sledge, the wedge is apt to spall 
and the flyin' fragments can be 
dangerous enough to send you to your 
doctor.

Woman's Club of Trip 
of 350 Club Women 

A seven weeks .trip abroad by 350 
club women and live husbands which 
covered 20,000 miles and took them 
to the International 'Convention of 
Women's Clubs at Geneva, Switzer- 
land was described by Mrs. Carl 
Winters of Oak Park at the Antioch 
Woman's club guest day on Monday 
afternoon. 

The group found that women 
throughout the world have the same 
problems as themselves as they 
convened at Geneva's Peace Palace, 
last May. They talked about com- 
munism, problems of young people 
including comic books, refugees, li- 
quor and in-law (problems. 

The extensive tour began at the 
close of the convention and Mrs. 
Winters reported that she. had seen 
extremes in live, hate, ugliness and 
.beauty as she traveled by camel, 
bus, sail boat and plane and ate 
"everything." * 

Her talk was entitled "Friends or 
Foreigners" for she said that it was 
the desire of these women to prove 
themselves as friends' as they went 
through 19 countries on three con- 
tinents. Evidently she was suc- 
cessful, for she had "brought with - 
her a stack of letters from those 
whom she had befriended in var- 
ious ways. * 
A large display of dolls from the 
countries she visited added color to 
Mrs. Winters', talk. 

She felt that everyone should 
have the experience of visiting a for- 
eign land so .that : he might know 
the difficulties of not understanding 
language and customs as she did. 
The Pope and .the Duchess of 
Windsor were among the famous 
to* meet the clubwomen. 

After a month of travel together, 
some of the panty went to Norwe- 
gian countries but Mrs. Winters and 
others went to the Holy Land. 

She said conditions there were 
alarming with tensions and poverty 
and affirmed her belief in the 
; words of Edwin Markham, the poet, 
who said that "Bread, Beauty and 
brotherhood are the needs of the 
world," 

Mrs. Winters concluded that she 
had gained a new sense of gcateful- 
ness from her trip, even for a cup 
of clean water, and thatit made her 
realize that the United States was 
the hope, dream and passien of the 
world. 

Before her talk, the club voted 
to buy some bonds for the commun- 
ity swimming pool.

"Write Your Congress" 
Move for Better Roads

The Chicago Motor club today 
urged Illinois and Indiana motorists 
to muster support behind the na- 
tion-wide "write your congressman" 
campaign in behalf of the "Ameri- 
can Automobile Association Motor- 
ists' Program for Better Highways" 
now under, consideration in - Con- 
gress, 

Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club, said: 

"Unless millions of private vehi- 
cle owners and drivers take the in- 
itiative and write Congress in sup- 
port of the "Motorists' Program' it 
is possible that they will find them- 
selves saddled with an unduly heavy 
share of the. tax increase needed .to 
help, finance -the program. 1 * 

During a recent "highway action 
conference" held recently in Wash- 
ington, D. C, motor club officials 
were assured that Federal , highway 
legislation would be acted upon by 
Congress in the very near, future. 
The conference was attended by 
more than 100 delegates from affili- 
ated AAA motor clubs ;in 36 states. 

The program, which the Motor 
club believes merits strong support, 
calls for a pay-as-you-build financ- 
ing with all the highway- users pay- 
ing a share- of the' cost. The AAA 
suggests that certain 'Federal excise 
taxes— those which, reflect "the 
amount ofvhighway^.useT^be.moder,-: 
ately increased and all" of the money 
collected from these taxes would go 
for highway construction. 

"It is imperative that individual 
(motorists not only inform their 
congressmen as to the kind and size 
of highway construction program 
they want, but to influence friends 
and neighbors to do likewise," said 
Hayes. y 

"Although the need for greatly 
expanded Federal Aid is obvious, it 
was revealed at the 'action confer- 
ence' that one of the principal rea- 
sons why no program was adopted 
last year was because motorists 
failed to contact their congressmen^ 
and express .their views on this im- 
portant subject," Hayes stressed- 

The Motor .Club official admon- 
ished: 

"Many 'vested interests' ' will seek 
highway legislation that will bene- 
fit them and will try to have an ex- 
cessive share of the cost shuffled to 
the passenger car owner. : That's 
one reason why the American Auto- 
mobile Association- adopted the Mo- 
torists'.* Program-, -for Better High- 
ways. It is a program in which all 
grouTps, interests and the general 
public can Join in support of a 
greatly expanded Federal Aid con :i 
struction effort; each to share their 
proportionate burden." 

As outlined by Hayes, the "AAA 
Motorists* Program"., is a balanced 
program that" calls for stepped up 
construction of "both -Interstate sys- : 
•tern and Federal Aid- primary, sec- 
ondary and urban systems, 
^ Concluding, Hayes said: 

"While no one denies theneed for 
such' a progressive step, the method 
of financing has been a. controver- 
sial issue. In the 'AAA Motorists* 
Program' we are" certain that we 
have an equitable and 'acceptable 
answer.','

Blend Price of $3.60 
Paid Milk Producers 
For January Delivery 

Chicago— Prices -were announced 
by the Milk Market Administrator 
here today for milk delivered to the 
Chicago market during January. 

A blend price of $3.60 a hundred- 
weight will be paid for milk test- 
ing 3.5 per cent butterfat and de- 
livered to the 70 mile zone. 

This price is D cents below the 
December 1D55 price but 13 cents 
above the price for January of last 
year. 

While the farm price returned 
about 8 cents a quart to the dairy 
farmer, milk companies paid a 
higher price of around 8.5 cents a 
quart for the milk they used in 

bottling. At , ., ■ 

The farm price is continuing the 
yearly cycle of milk prices from a 
high in October and November to a 
low in May, said Harry Edwards, 
head of the marketing department 
for Pure Milk Association. 

Since May 1955 the milk prices 
have been keeping substantially 
higher than the previous year. 
Whether they continue to be higher 
will depend a great deal on the 
amount of milk that is produced 
during the coming months, Edwards 

said. 

' He indicated that there was 4 per 
cent more milk produced in Janu- 
ary, 1958 than January, 1955. H 
production should continue to in- 
crease it would have a depressing 
effect on the price, Edwards said. 

So far no increasing trend in 
milk production has developed. Jan- 
uary was 4 per cent over a year ear- 
lier; December 1955, 4.1 per cent 
over December 1954 j November 3.7 
per cent and October 4 per cent over 
the previous year. 

Not all of the increased produc- 
tion of milk goes into the surplus 
market, Edwards said, i 

The increase of 4 per cent 
amounts to about 15 million pounds 
over January 1955. An increase of 
sales of fluid milk used around 8 
million more pounds of milk in 
January 1955. Increased fluid cream 
sales took another 2 million pounds 
of milk.
